Next week (March 19 to 25) is National POISON PRE¬ 
VENTION week! Accidental poisoning is an important health 
hazard, particularly in small children, for in 1963, there 
were 2(X)0 deaths from poisonings, not including gases, 
and 450 of these (25 per cent) were children under five 
years of age. These mortality figures, tragic as they are, 
tell only a fraction of the problem. Poisoning is the most 
common medical emergency in children, and for every 
fatal poisoning there are 750 non-fatal poisonings.

So, if you have a 
child under five, the chances of them ingesting a potential 
poison this year amounts to the whopping high odds of 1 
in 38.

Internal medicines should be stored separately from other 
houshold products, and ALL products should be kept in 
their original containers — not in cups, glasses or soft- 
drink bottles! 

If the label on a bottle or package becomes soiled or 
difficult to read, put a strip of adhesive on it with name 
in large letters or better still discard and destroy it com¬ 
pletely. Our pharmacists will be glad to talk to you about 
the proper way to dispose of old or unwanted medicines 
or other products which might become a potential hazard.
